tion. 


State Patrolman Bob Prilchard 
said two brothers of Mountainburg, 
Robert and Leo Reed, made a he- 
roic attempt to save the judge by 
dragging his body from the flam- 
ing cab of the truck.

pieced together this account of the 
mishap: 


The truck, a big white vehicle 


without identifying marks,

hit the side of a bridge and skid- 
ded across the bridge. The trailer 
broke loose from the cab, which 
veered across the highway, over- 
turned and caught fire.
